President  Jewi-.tt,  in  a  few  happily  chosen  words,  congratulated  the  Soci- 
ety on  hting  absolutely  free  from  debt,  with  all  of  its  trust  funds  intact,  and 
practically  all  of  them  invested  and  drawing  interest,  and  having  a  cash  sur- 
plus in  the  treasury  sufticient  to  carry  on  its  work  for  the  ensuing  year;  and 
also  upon  having  a  quorum  present  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  for  the  first 
time  in  several  years;  he  considered  this  fact  an  indication  of  greater  interest 
of  the  members  in  the  work  of  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kerkoot,  the  reading  of  liie  minutes  (jf  the  last  annual 
meeting  was  dispensed  with,  they  having  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
members. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  and  read  the  following 
Keport  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
Ending  November  18,   1902: 

In  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,the  Executive  Committee 
have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Society  through  the  Secretary,  the  following 
report: 

Secretary's  Report: 

The  Society's  Funds  consist  of  six  special  funds  and  a  general  fund. 

The  Henry  D.  Gilpin  Fund  is  under  the  exclusive  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  trustees  appointed  under  the  will  of  Henry  D.  Gilpin.  The  pres- 
ent tiustees  are  Augustus  H.  Hurley,  Lugene  H.  Fishburn,  Henry  J.  Willing, 
and  the  president  ar.d  first  vice -j  resident  of  the  Society,  ex  officio.  A  full 
siatemtDt  of  this  (und  is  given  in  the  annexed  report  of  the  trustees. 

'i  he  Jonathan  Burr  Fund  consi.sts  of  a  legacy  of  $2000.00  from  the 
late  Jonathan  Burr,  the  income  to  be  used  to  help  defray  the  expense  of  print- 
ing the  Society's  publications.  It  is  invested  in  twenty-one  lots  in  the  Town 
of  Calumet  acquired  in  settlement  of  a  note  of  Alice  L.  M.  Trowbridge, 
secured  by  trust-deed  on  said  lots.      The  account  is  as  follows:

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The  Philo  Carpenter  Fund  consists  of  a  legacy  of  $1000  from  the 
late  Philo  Carpenter,  the  income  to  be  devoted  to  binding  books  and  period- 
icals. It  is  now  deposited  in  tlie  Savings  Department  of  the  Merchant's  Loan 
and  Trust  Company  as  a  special  fund,  drawing  3  per  cent  interest,  payable 
semi-annually.     The  account  stands  as  follows:

The  Elizabeth  Hammond  Stickney  Fund  consists  of  a  legacy  of 
$5000  from  the  late  Elizabeth  Hammond  Stickney,  the  income  to  be  used  in 
keeping  the  Stickney  Library  in  good  condition  and  in  making  additions 
thereto.  It  is  invested  in  five  $1000  general  mortgage,  four-per-cent  bonds 
of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company.

The  LuCRETiA  Pond  Fund,  being  the  proceeds  of  a  bequest  of  real 
estate  to  the  Society  by  Lucretia  Pond,  consists  of  a  principal  of  $13,500, 
the  income  to  be  used  in  the  ]iurchase  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  documents, 
or  pictures  and  paintings  of  historical  interest.      It  is  invested  in : 

1.  A  coupon- note  of  Parker  C.  Porter  and  Charles  A.  Welch  for  $8750, 
secured  by  a  trust-deed  to  lot  11,  block  25,  Elston's  addition  to  Chicago, 
with  interest  at  five  per  cent  per  annum.  The  jirincipal  will  be  due  April  5, 
1907.      All  interest  has  been  paid  to  date. 

2.  The  balance  of  said  fund,  being  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Warren 
Avenue  property  acquired  by  foreclosure,  is  now  deposited  in  the  savings 
department  of  the  Merchants'  Loan  and  Trust  Company  as  a  special  fund, 
drawing  three  per  cent  interest,  payable  semi-annually.

The  Huntington  Wolcott  Jackson  Fund  consists  of  a  bequest  of 
$1000  from  the  late  Huntington  Wolcott  Jackson.  This  amount,  less  the 
inheritance  tax,  was  received  by  the  Society  on  May  19,  1902,  and  is  depos- 
ited in  the  savings  department  of  the  Merchants'  Loan  and  Trust  Company 
as  a  special  fund,  and  draws  three  per  cent  interest,  payable  semi'- annually. 
No  interest  has  yet  matured. 

The  Society  has  received  from  the  executors  of  the  will  of  Frances  Shel- 
don Ogden  the  $5000  bequeathed  to  it  by  Mrs.  Ogden  and  referred  to  in 
the  printed  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  November  19,  1901.  The  sum 
is  included  in  the  Society's  General  Fund. 

The  General  Fund,  from  which  the  general  expenditures  of  the  Society 
are  made,  is  principally  derived  from  the  annual  dues  of  members,  together 
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with  such  i;ifls  to  the  Society  ns  are  made  from  time  to  liiiic  without  special 
restrictions.

Membership. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  the  Society  has  lost  from  its  meml)ership  one  life- 
member,  four  annual  members  and  one  corresponding  member  by  death,  and 
seven  annual  members  by  resignation.  During  the  same  period,  there  have 
been  added  to  the  membership  of  the  Society  one  honorary  member,  one  life- 
member,  nine  annual  members,  and  five  annual  members  have  lieen  trans- 
ferred to  life -membership.

and  two  corresponding  members. 

Belde.v  FarRAND  Cui.VKR  died  within  the  pa-.t  week  and  in  his  death 
the  Society  ha.s  lost  one  of  its  earliest  members  and  one  of  its  staunchesl 
friends.  Mr.  Culver  was  born  in  New  York  in  1829  and  came  to  Chicago  in 
1855.  With  his  brother,  he  established  the  firm  of  Culver  &  Co.,  grain  deal- 
ers, which  he  left  in  1S70  to  join  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  marriage  of  Mr. 
('ulver  to  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Wm.  Barry,  the  founder  and  first  secretary  of 
this  Society,  undoubtedly  accounts  in  some  degree  for  his  early  connection 
with  the  Society  and  his  constant  and  ardent  friendship  for  it.  lie  was  an 
.innual  member  from  1859  to  1SS8;  a  corresponding  member  from  1888  to 
1S96  ;    in  1899.  in  recognition  of  his  valuable  services  to  the    Society,  life. 
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membership  was  conferred  upon  him.  He  was  treasurer  of  the  Society  in 
1865-6,  and  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  from  1877  to  1S80.  His 
devotion  to  the  Society  was  shown  by  his  personal  attention  to  all  its  inter- 
ests, his  contributions  of  money,  and  his  frequent  and  generous  t'ona- 
tions  of  boo'KS.  Mr.  Culver  was  a  man  of  an  unusually  artistic  and  philan- 
thropic temperament.  He  was  one  of  the  early  supporters  of  the  Chicago 
Academy  of  Design,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Illinois  Humane  Society 
of  which  he  was  several  years  president.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  first 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lincoln  Park.  The  Town  of  Lake  View,  where 
Mr.  Culver  resided  before  the  great  fire,  owes  niuch  to  his  taste  and  energy. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  town  board  for  many  years  and  took  an  active 
interest  in  all  that  concerned  the  welfare  of  the  town.  One  of  the  chief  resi- 
dence streets  was  named,  by  Mr.  Culver,  Barry  avenue  in  honor  of  his  father- 
in-law.  Mr.  Culver  died  in  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  November  12,  1902, 
after  an  illness  of  two  years.  His  remains  were  interred  in  Rosehill  Ceme- 
tery, Chicago. 

Allen  Curtis  Fuller,  an  annual  member  since  1883,  was  born  at 
Farmington,  Connecticut,  September  22,  1822.  He  read  law  with  the  late 
Judge  James  R.  Doolittle  at  Warsaw,  New  York.  In  1846,  he  settled  in 
Belvidere,  Illinois,  where  he  continuously  resided  fifty- five  years.  After 
holding  minor  local  offices,  he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  June, 
1861.  In  November  of  that  year,  he  was  appointed  Adjutant -General  of 
Illinois  by  Gov.  Richard  Yates,  in  which  capacity  he  organized  the  State's 
quota  of  troops.  Upon  retiring  from  this  post,  January  i,  1865,  General 
Fuller  entered  the  Illinois  House  of  Representatives  and  was  elected  .Speaker 
of  that  body.  In  1866,  he  was  chosen  State  Senator  and  served  six  years. 
In  the  senate,  he  was  the  leader  in  the  regulation  of  freight  and  passenger 
rates,  and  the  author  of  the  bills  which  created  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
and  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Conimission.  Gen.  Fuller's  death  occured 
December  6,  1 891,  at  his  home  in  Belvidere. 

Edward  Swift  Isham,  an  annual  member  since  1864,  son  of  Pierpont 
Isham,  was  born  at  Bennington,  Vermont,  January  15,  1836.  His  father  was 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  Vermont.  Mr.  Isham  entered  Williams  Col- 
lege in  1853,  was  graduated  in  1857  with  honors  and  admitted  into  the  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  Society,  after  which  he  attended  the  Harvard  Law-School,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Rutland,  Vermont,  in  1858.  The  same  year,  he 
came  to  Chicago  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Hoyne,  Miller  and  Lewis.  In 
1865-6,  he  held  his  only  political  office,  as  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Legisla- 
ture. In  1872,  the  firm  of  Isham  and  Lincoln  was  formed,  which  became 
Isham,  Lincoln  and  Beale  in  1887.  Mr.  Isham  was  favorably  known  as  a 
writer,  being  the  author  of  the  article  on  "The  Social  and  Economic  Rela- 
tions of  Corporations"  in  the  ''Encyclopnedia  of  Political  Science";  of  other 
papers,  of  which  the  best  known  are  perhaps  "Frontenac  and  Miles  Standish 
in  the  Northwest";  and  "Ethan  Allen:  a  Study  of  Civic  Authority."  He 
was  a  member  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society,  of  the  Vermont  Histor- 
cal   .Society  and  many  social  organizations.      In  1893,  his  alma  mater  con- 
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forrcil  upon  him  the  dc^nc  of  1. 1..  1 ).       Mr.  I>li.-im  di'.-d  of  licait  failure  at 
the  Waldorf-Astoria,  New  N'ork,  February  16,   190J. 

I'oriKK  I'ai.mkk,  an  annual  member 'since  lS7y,  was  a  dcfccndaiil  of  two 
old  and  disiingui.she<l  colonial  families  whose  combined  names  he  bore,  and 
was  born  in  Albany  '.ounty,  New  York,  in  1826.  In  1S52,  he  came  to 
Chicajjo  and'Jenuaged  in  the  dry-goods  business  at  137  Lake  Street  where  his 
energy  and  methods  brought  him  phenominal  success;  in  thirteen  years  his 
annual  sales  grew  from  $73,cxx)  to  $7,000,000.  In  1865.  the  firm  became 
Field,  I'almer  &  I.eiter;  the  present  firm  of  Marshall  Field  iS:  Co.  is  the  suc- 
cessor; five  years  later, _Mr.  Talmcr  withdiew  and  began  the  task  of  wi<lcn- 
ing  and  building  up  State  Street  and  transferring  thither  the  retail  business  of 
the  city,  then  centered  on  Fake  Street,  lie  bought  almost  a  mile  of  frontage 
on  State  Street  and  began  to  build  there.  ihe  fire  of  1S71  destroyed  his 
first  elTorts,  but  it  made  less  diflicult  the  task  of  widening  the  street.  He 
borrowed  $1,700,000  and  began  to  build  more  extensively,  and  lived  to  see 
State  Street  become  one  of  the  leading  retail  streets  in  the  world.  In  his 
later  years,  he  was  especially  interested  in  building  up  the  north  shore,  south 
of  Lincoln  Park,  where  he  built  his  home.  While  occupying  himself  with 
his  own  projects  for  the  betterment  of  the  city,  he  was  always  a  leading  con- 
tributor to  other  movements.  No  one  did  more  for  the  Chicago  Exposition, 
the  Academy  of  Design,  and  the  Academy  of  Sciences.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  W'orld's  Columbian  Exposition  ;  was  elected 
vice-president,  and  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Buildings. 
Mr.  Falmer  must  always  be  considered  one  of  the  builders  of  Chicago.  He 
died  of  edema  of  the  lungs,  May  4,  1902,  at  his  residence,  loo  Lake- Shore 
Drive.  Shortly  before  his  death,  his  eldest  son,  Honore  Palmer,  was  elected 
to  life- membership  in  this  Society. 

David  Kuttkr,  an  annual  member  since  1894,  son  of  Dr.  David  and 
Esther  Kyerson  Rutter,  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  October  13,  1846.  In 
June,  1849,  his  parents  came  to  Chicago  and  Mr.  Rutter  received  his  educa- 
tion from  the  public  schools  of  this  city.  In  1S70,  he  entered  the  employ  of 
Hinsdale  &  Co.,  wholesale  grocers,  of  no  South  Water  Street.  In  1871,  he 
became  identified  with  the  firm  of  E.  L.  Hedstrom  &  Co.,  in  the  coal  trade, 
and  later  with  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  Co.  with  whom  he  continued  until 
1876,  when  he  went  into  the  coal  business  for  himself,  forming  the  firm  of 
Rutter  &  Co.,  with  offices  at  98  Dearborn  Street,  a  business  now  conducted 
by  his  sons.  For  many  years,  this  was  one  of  the  largest  private  coal  firms 
in  Chicago.  In  1871,  Mr.  Rutter  married  Mary  McMurtrie  of  Newton,  N.J. 
He  was  a  Knig'.it  Templar,  a  member  of  the  Evanston  Commandery,  and  a 
member  at  various  times  of  the  University,  Union,  Calumet,  Hyde  Park, "and 
Chicago  Athletic  clubs  of  Chicago,  and  many  other  organizations.  His  death 
occurcd  May  16,  1902,  at  his  home  in  Highland  Park,  Illinois,  after  an 
illness  of  two  years. 

GusTAV  U NONIUS,  a  corresponding  member  since  1858,  died  recently  at 
his  home'in  liocksta,  Sweden.      He  was  the  founder  of  the  Swedish  Ansga- 
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rius  Church  on  Sedgwick  Street,  which  was  perhaps  the  first  Swedish  church 
in  this  city.  He  traveled  through  Wisconsin  while  it  was  still  unsettled  and 
his  published  accounts  of  the  country  did  much  to  attract  Scandinavians  to 
that  state.  lie  was  the  author  of  two  volumes  of  "Memoirs,"  giving  his 
experiences  during  a  residence  of  eighteen  years  in  America.  He  recently 
sent  to  this  Society  a  photograph  group  of  early  Chicagoans,  principally 
members  of  this  Society,  which  he  had  procured  during  his  early  residence 
here.     In  his  death,  the  Society  has  lost  a  faithful  friend. 

Henry  Ben'JAMIN  Whipple,  a  corresponding  member  since  1864,  was 
born  at  Adams,  New  York,  February  15,  1832.  He  was  early  a  leader  of 
men  and  gained  some  prominence  in  politics,  and  held  a  position  on  the  staff 
of  one  of  the  generals  of  the  state  troops.  While  still  a  young  man,  he  gave 
up  political  life  to  study  for  the  ministry,  which  occasioned  the  remark  from 
Horace  Greeley  that  he  "hoped  a  good  politician  had  not  been  spoiled  to 
make  a  poor  preacher."  August  26,  1849,  he  was  ordained  a  deacon  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  by  Bishop  DeLancy,  and  while  yet  a  deacon  he 
became  rector  of  Zion  Church,  Rome,  New  York.  Seven  years  later,  he 
became' rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Chicago.  In  1859, 
he  was  elected  the  first  bishop  of  Minnesota,  which  position  he  held  until 
his  death. 

Perhaps  no  man  exerted  so  great  an  influence  on  the  Northwest  as  Bishop 
Whipple.  The  Indians  called  him  "Straight  Tongue,"  and  the  "Father  who 
doesn't  lie.''  He  was'known  far  and  wide  as  the  "Apostle  to  the  Indians." 
His  influence  was  often  sufficient  to  adjust  differences  among  the  Indians 
themselves,  and  between  them  and  the  white  people.  Bishop  Whipple  was 
the  founder  of  the  Seabury  Mission  and  Divinity  School,  Shattuck  School, 
and  St.  Mary's  Hall,  at  Faribault,  Minnesota. 

Bishop  Whipple  was  honored  abroad  no  less  than  at  home.  The  univer- 
sities of  O.xford,  Cambridge,  and  Durham,  England,  conferred  upon  him  the 
degrees  of  D.  D.  and  LL.  D.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  offered  him 
the  bishopric  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  which  he  declined;  and  Queen  Victo- 
ria gave  him  her  picture  and  a  copy  of  her  "Highland  Journal,  "as  a  token  of 
esteem  and   friendship.     He  died  at   Faribault,   Minnesota,   Sept.  16,  1901. 

Meetings. 

During  the  present  fiscal  year,  the  Society  has  held  the  following  meetings: 

December  17,  1901,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  which 

Reuben  Gold  Thwaites,  secretary  and  superintendent  of  the  Wisconsin 

Historical  Society,  delivered  an  interesting  and  instructive  address  on  "The 

Story  of  the  Black- Hawk  War." 

On  January  9,  1892,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society,  M.  M.  Mangas- 
ARiAN,  lecturer  of  the  Independent  Religious  Society  of  Chicago,  gave  an 
address  on  "Benjamin  Franklin,  the  First  Great  American." 

On  January  28,  1902,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held,  and  the 
large  audience  present  was  treated  to  a  most  instructive  address  by  Freder- 
ick W.  HOLLS  of  New  York,   member  of   the   Peace  Commission  at  the 
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Ilayuc,  who  spukc  on  "'riic  I'eacc  Conference  ami  After."  Mr.  llxlU  was 
elected  to  honorary  memhership  in  the  Society  on  April  15.  it)02. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society,  March  4.  1902,  Kkanki.i.n  II.  Ili-.vu, 
a  vice-president  of  the  Society,  read  an  address  on  "I'tah  in  the  Karly 
Sixties,"  in  which  he  descrihetl  his  own  experiences.  Ihe  address  was  greatly 
enjoyed    l>y  all   present. 

A  regular  <|uarterly  meeting  of  the  Society  was  heUl  A|)ril  15,  iyo2,  at 
which  five  annual  meinber.s  and  one  honorary  member  were  elected  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Society,  l-'oilowing  the  business  meeting,  tlie  audience  was 
favored  by  an  address  by  (iF.ORr.i-;  Mirky  M(  Convki.  of  the  Chkasio 
Chroniilf,  on  ''Illinois  and    Its   People." 

Twice  this  year,  the  Society  has  given  the  use  of  its  building  to  other 
organi/tations.  During  the  week,  June  2j  to  28,  the  National  Society  of 
l-Jocutionists  held  the  sessions  of  their  annual  meeting  in  the  Lecture  Hall. 
On  the  evening  of  October  31,  the  Chicago  Library  Club  held  a  meeting  in 
the  Lecture  •  Hall  at  which  Mki.vii.  Di-.wev,  Director  of  the  New  -  York 
State  Library,  gave  an  address  on  "Place  of  the  Library  in  the  Community," 

During  the  present  year,  the  l^xecutive  Committee  has  niade  certain  struct- 
ural changes  in  the  Society's  building.  The  windows  of  the  north  wall  of 
the  Lecture- Hall  have  been  closed,  and  the  stage  has  been  lowered  about 
eighteen  inches.  The  entire  building  has  been  cleaned  and  the  walls,  excei>t 
the  basement,  attic,  and  Gilpin  Library,  have  been  calcimined  or  painted. 
The  draperies  have  been  renovated  and  the  portraits  rehung.  The  roof  has 
been  thoroughly  inspected  and  repaired,  and  the  windows  calked  to  keep  out 
soot  and  dust.

Toward  the  .purchase  of  the  "Diary"  and  papers  of  James  Knox  Polk, 
now  owned  by  the  Society,  $100  was  received  from  Charles  K.  Gu.nther, 
$100  from  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  $50  from  TiiiES  J.  Li;kens.  $50  from 
William  C.  Seipi-,  and  $32  from  Erastis  H.  Scon. 

I'.esides  these  generous  gifts  of  money,  the  Society  has  received  many  valu- 
able contributions  to  its  collections  amounting  to  more  than  2500  v<jlumes. 

?«Irs.  Perky  IL  rs.Miiii  presented  to  the  Society  a  marble  bust,  and  pedes- 
tal, of  her  husband.  Perry  H.  Smith,  who  for  twenty  years  was  a  member  of 
this  Society. 

From  J  AMi>  W.  I'oktir  was  received  a  marble  bust  cf  his  father,  the  Rev. 
Jeremiah  Porter,  the  first  minister  regularly  settled  over  a  Chicago  pastorate 
and  post-chaplin  at  Fort  I'earborn,  1833. 
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Mrs.  Louisa  Coiju  Walker  gave  to  the  Society  a  fine  portrait  in  oil  of 
her  father,  Silas  Bowman  Cobb,  a  pioneer  (1833)  citizen  of  Chicago,  and  a 
member  of  this  Society  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mrs.  James  W.  Scott  gave  an  engraving  of  her  husljand,  the  late  James 
W.  Scott;  also,  a  handsome  mahogany  curio -case. 

From  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Mac  Arthur,  the  Society  received  an  engraved 
portrait  of  her  father  Eli  S.  Prescott. 

George  Hacker  gave  to  the  Society  a  large  water -color  birdseye-view, 
painted  by  himself,  of  the  business  district  of  Chicago. 

John  W.  Dickinson  presented  to  the  Society  a  copy,  printed  on  white 
satin,  of  the  first  message  of  President  Andrew  Jackson  to  Congress.

Libr.\ri.\n's  Repori. 
To  THE  E.XEcfTivE  Committee  i'F  ihe  Chicalo  Histhkical  Socieiv: 
Gentleiiien: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Librarian  of  the 
Chicago  Historical  Society  for  the  fiscal  \ear  ending  November  18,  1902. 
The  library -staff  consists  of  the  Librarian,  Accession -clerk.    Typewriter, 
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and  Errand-boy.  It  should  be  said  before  entering  upon  the  following  statis- 
tics, that  the  lines  of  work  undertaken  have  been  dictated  either  by  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Committee,  by  the  demands  of  readers,  or  by  the  conditions 
imposed  by  the  state  of  the  collection. 

The  report  concerns  four  main  branches  of  work,  namely:  classification, 
cataloguing,  reference  work,  and  accessioning. 

The  state  of  the  collection  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  in  brief  as 
follows:  On  the  first  floor,  the  purely  historical  works  were  arranged,  also, 
much  unclassed  material ;  on  the  second  floor,  federal  legislative  documents, 
reports  of  institutions,  and  unclassified  material ;  and  on  the  third  floor, 
newspapers,  periodicals,  United  States  documents,  and  duplicates.  The  total 
number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  is  about  100,000. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  amount  of  shelf- room  on  the  first  floor  was 
occupied  by  unclassified  matter,  consisting  of  the  accumulation  of  new  acces- 
sions since  1S97,  it  was  decided  to  assort  and  roughly  classify  this  material 
at  once.  The  result  seems  to  justify  this  proceeding,  for,  in  the  course  of 
sorting,  not  less  than  500  volumes  and  pamphlets  relating  to  Illinois  and  the 
Northwest,  also  many  bibliographies  and  books  of  reference  were  brought  to 
light. 

As  a  nucleus  of  the  new  classification,  all  the  material  bearing  in  any  way 
upon  the  State  of  Illinois  has  been  brought  together  from  every  part  of  the 
Library,  and  arranged  in  one  place,  with  subdivisions  according  to  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  volumes.  In  this  way,  some  2400  volumes  and  pamphlets  have 
been  collected,  dealing  only  with  the  State  of  Illinois  and  its  towns  and  coun- 
ties. This  arrangement  is  an  improvement  on  other  methods  of  classification, 
that  frequently  place  the  history  proper  of  a  certain  locality  on  one  floor,  the 
biography  on  another,  and  the  legislative  documents  in  a  part  of  the  building 
remote  from  either. 

Since  no  complete  or  reliable  list  of  the  works  in  the  Library  existed,  the 
Librarian  recommended  that  an  additional  assistant  be  employed,  whose  duty 
it  should  be  to  prepare  such  a  list.  This  assistant  entered  upon  her  duties, 
June  I,  and  having  had  some  previous  library  experience,  and  being  a  com- 
petent typewriter,  is  well  fitted  to  learn  the  work. 

It  should  be  stated  here,  that  an  old  card-catalogue  has  been  found,  that, 
judging  from  the  deposit  of  dust,  had  remained  undisturbed  for  many  years. 
It  is  incomplete;  work  on  it  having  been  discontinued,  apparently,  about  ten 
years  ago;  and,  while  constructed  on  a  system  unknown  to  library  science 
to-day,  it  is  of  great  assistance,  since  it  records  in  some  fashion  the  books 
in  the  Library  up  to  1891  or  1892.  Under  the  new  system  of  cataloguing, 
each  book  is  first  looked  up  in  this  old  catalogue,  and  if  there  is  no  card  for 
it,  one  is  inserted,  so  that,  gradually,  it  will  be  brought  up  to  date.  Notwith- 
standing the  time  spent  in  instructing  assistants  and  revising  work,  consider- 
able progress  has  been  made  with  the  new  catalogue.  During  the  past  five 
months,  901  volumes  have  been  catalogued,  and  some  1600  entries  have  been 
typewritten  on  cards  and  filed. 
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In  additiun  lo  llic  catalo^jue  of  hooks,  3069  volumes  of  newspapers  and 
serials,  including  publications  of  societies,  have  lieen  catalogued  since  June. 
It  is  well  that  this  catalogue  was  undertaken  thus  early,  as  this  Library  is 
enabled  to  contribute  its  quota  of  entries  to  the  annual  supplement  about  to 
be  issued,  of  the  "1-ist  of  Serials  in  Public  Libraries  in  (  hicago  and  Lvan- 
ston."  The  original  edition  of  this  useful  work  was  compiled  by  the  Chicago 
Library  Club,'in  1901.  The  annual  supplements  are  to  be  issued  by  the  John* 
Crcrar  Library.  It  is  desirable  that  this  Library  cooperate  with  the  others  in 
this  work.  From  the  jneface  of  la.st  year's  "List  of  Serials,"perniit  me  to  quote: 
"Ihe  Committee  greatly  regret  that  the  Chicago  Historical  Society  could 
not  join  in  this  work,  as  the  value  of  the  compilation  is  appreciably  lessened 
by  the  absence  of  the  many  historical  serials  jiossessed  by  this  Library." 
Authority  to  'prepare  and  furnish  to  the  Committee  on  Publication  a  dupli- 
cate copy  on  cards  of  our  list  of  serials  was  granted  the  librarian.  The.  cost  to 
this  Library  of  some  e.\tra  time  will  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  pub- 
licity given  to  its  fdes  of  rare  newspapers,  almanacs,  and  other  serials,  for 
this  list  will  be  circulated  among  libraries  throughout  this  country. 

The  third  branch  of  cataloguing  is  a  typewritten  card  index  of  7000  por- 
traits of  pioneers  and  distinguished  residents  of  Illinois  and  the  adjacent 
states.  In  this  index  are  included  oil  portraits,  daguerreotypes,  photographs, 
and  engravings  in  books.  It  has  been  prepared,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Librarian,  by  our  Krrand-boy,  who  has  learned  to  use  the  typewriter. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  in  abolishing  "Visitors'  Day,"  and  opening 

the  library  si.v  days  a  week,  although  not  generally  known,  has  caused  an 

increase  in   attendance.     Just  how  great  this  increase  is,  it  is  impossible  to 

state,  as  no  record  was  kept  in  former  years.     Statistics  for  the  past  year  are:

All  readers  have  been  asked  to  fill  out  application -blanks  for  the  hooks 
consulted.  The  author  and  the  title  of  the  work  desired,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  applicant,  with  the  date,  are  written  upon  the  card  which  is  filed 
with  the  attendant.  This  regulation  serves  two  purposes,  it  is  to  a  certain 
extent,  a  safeguard  to  the  Library,  and  it  enal)les  the  Librarian  to  know  what 
classes  of  works  are  most  frequently  called  for.  thus  aiding  in  the  selection  of 
new  books. 

These  application -blanks,  classified,  show  the  comparative  demand  for  the 
various  classes  of  books  to  be: 

1st.     History  and  geography  of  Chicago. 

2d.      Newspapers  of  Chicago. 

3d.      History  and  geography  of  Illinois. 

4th.     Newspapers  of  Illinois  towns. 

5th.     Legislative  documents  of  Illinois. 

6th.     Karly  Explorers  of  the  Northwest. 

7th.     Indians  and  arch.vology. 
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The  readers,  while  comparatively  few  in  number,  have  ranged  from  presi- 
dents of  historical  .societies  and  university  -  students  making  original  investi- 
gations, to  children  of  the  primary  schools  receiving  their  first  inkling  that 
Illinois  has  a  history.  The  study  of  Chicago  history  having  been  made  a 
part  of  the  regular  course  of  study,  during  last  winter,  a  number  of  classes 
from  public  and  private  schools,  accompanied  by  their  teachers,  vi.sited  the 
building,  and  were  greatly  interested  with  the  portraits  and  relics  of  the  early 
explorers  of  the  Northwest,  who  for  the  first  time  became  real  personages  to 
them.  Later,  there  was  a  demand  for  lives  of  the  explorers  from  these  youth- 
ful students,  and  it  became  apparent,  that,  while  we  could  supply  the  S(77'aiit 
with  the  fundamental  sources  of  information,  in  the  writings  of  Margry,  Char- 
levoix, and  the  "Jesuit  Relations,"  we  had  almost  no  material  suitable  for 
beginners  who  may  be  the  sazuiii/s  of  a  few  years  hence.  The  lack  tends 
somewhat  to  discourage  these  youthful  investigators  from  using  this  Library, 
which  otherwise  is  equipped  as  is  no  other  in  the  city,  for  stimulating  interest 
in  written  history,  by  its  collections  of  historical  objects  and  ])ortraits,  which 
even  the  youngest  can  understand  and  remember. 

The  number  of  new  accessions  for  the  year  is  2560  volumes  and  pamphlets, 
'i'his  includes  all  gifts  and  purchases. 

Among  the  books  donated  to  the  library  during  the  past  year,  the  following 
are  of  particular  interest :

During  the  last  month,  the  entire  Gilijin  Library  has  been  cleaned,  each 
book  and  pamphlet  being  thoroughly  _dusted,  the  shelves  washed  and  the 
books  returned  to  them.  Since  the  sealing  of  the  windows,  almost  no  soot 
or  dust  has  settled  upon  the  books  and  furniture. 

During  the  summer,  there  have  been  bound  for  the  Library,  77  volumes  of 
newspapers,  and  63  volumes  of  periodicals,  catalogues,  and  bibliographies. 
Among  the  latter  were  some  exceedingly  rare  and  valuable  works,  such  as 
Sabin's  "Bibliotheca  Americana,"  in  20  volumes,  the  catalogue  of  the  Brinlcy 
Library,  and. Daniel  Fish's  "Catalogue  of  Lincoln  Literature." 

During  the  year,  several  opportunities  have  occurred  for  bringing  this 
Library  into  closer  relations'with  similar  institutions.  The  first  of  these  was 
the  Conference  of  Western  Librarians,  held  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  August 
28  to  31,  at  which  this  Library  was  officially  represented  by  the  Librarian. 
The  second  was  the  opportunity  already  mentioned  of  cooperating  in  the 
"List  of  Serials."  Another  event  that  will  have  its  influence  in  making  the 
librarians  of  the  city  conversant  with  the  value  and  character  of  this  collec- 
tion, was  the  opening  of  the  building,  on  the  evening  of  October  31,  1902,  to 
the  Chicago  Library  CIu!>.  Doctor  Melvil  Dewey,  Librarian  of  the  New- 
York  State  Library,  was  the  guest  of  honor  on  that  occasion.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  Burley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fishburn,  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Gilpin  Fund  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  President  announced  that  according  to  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  and 
pursuant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  a  president,  two  vice-presidents, 
and  two  members  of  the  executive  committee  were  to  be  elected  by  the  Soci- 
ety. On  motion  of  Mr.  Fishburn,  duly  seconded,  the  President  appointed 
Messrs.  E.  H.  Fishburn,  Walter  C.  Newberry,  and  C.  H.  Mulliken, 
as  a  committee  to  nominate  members  for  these  offices.  Mr.  Fishburn,  for 
the  committee,  reported  as  follows : 

John  N.  Jewett  as  President; 
Franklin  H.  Head,  as  First  Vice-President; 
Thomas  Dent,  as  Second  Vice-President; 
And  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  : 

T.  Mauro  Garrett,  for  the  term  ending  November,  1906. 
George  Merryweather,  for  the  term  ending  November,  1906; 
all  of  said  ofFicers  and  committeemen  to  succeed  themselves. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Isham,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  Society  for  the  persons  nominated  for  the  several  offices. 
The  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  as  instructed  and  stated  that  he  had  done  so. 
and  the  President  declared  the  nominees  duly  elected. 

President  Jewett,  in  thanking  the  Society  for  the  confidence  evidenced 
by  his  reelection  to  the  presidency,  paid  a  handsome  tribute  to  the  zeal  and 
effectiveness  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  had  served  with  him,  and 
said  that  he  would  endeavor  to  care  for  the  interests  of  the  Society  to  the 
best  of  his  ability. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  recommended

ing  the  motion,  added  a  word  in  praise  of  President  Jewett  to  whose  untir- 
ing devotion  and  invaluable  services  he  attributed  the  present,  unparalleled 
prosperous  condition  of  the  Society's  affairs.  The  motion  was  put  to  vote 
by  Mr.  Gunther  and  carried  with  enthusiastic  unanimity,  and  President 
Jewett  again  thanked  the  members  present  for  this  token  of  their  apprecia- 
tion. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Society  adjourned.
